neither won the stop-over fight nor 
made for themselves any friends in 
Atlanta by the action in refusing the 
city stop-overs, a series of interviews 
obtained by a representative of The 
Cynstitution yesterday, proved conciu- 
i rely. 
_fhe gentlemen seen are among the 
most prominent of the city and repre- 
sent practically every class of busi- 
ness. Without a single exception the 
idea of Atlanta's quitting the fight at, 
this time was indignantly flouted. The 
business men, judging from their talk 
and actions, are more thoroughly 
aroused than ever before, and more 
than one, who stated that heretofore 
he has had only a passive interest tin 
the fight, expressed himself as deter- 
mined to do everything in his power 
to bring the roads to terms. 

It was the consensus of opinion 
among those seen thit Atlanta cannot 
afford to quit the fight now, even 
though she were so inclined. To do so, 
they say, would be to acknowledge 
the supremacy of the roads, something 
they have apparently not even consid- 
ered. 

Cannot Expect Concessions. 


Another idea advanced by a number 
Of those seen was that in the face 
of their recent action, the roads can-. 
not: or at least need not expect, any- 
thing whatsoever in the shape of con- 
vessions from the city or from the 
state if the business men of the city 
can prevent. It wag pointed out by 
more than one that the roads are con- 
tinually raising a* hue and cry about 
anti-railroad legislation, about the 
‘prejudice of the general public and 
about the hard sledding the roads find 
befure juries. 

That this is natural in view of the 
actions of these roads was a point 
' Yaised by more than one of those seen. 

“What can the roads expect,” said 
Dr. Joseph Jacobs, “after the way they 
have treated Atlanta in this matter? 
Do they think that the business men 
of the city will lick the hand that 
strikes them?

“SQUARE DEAL” PROMISED 
TO RAILROADS BY TAFT 


Pledge the Roads 
Agree to Withdraw the In- 
creased Freight Rates and to 
Await the Operziion of the 
New Railroad Biil. 


Washington, June 6.—A co lete 


agreenfent between the government and 
the recently enjoined railroads of the 
Western Trunk Line Association was 
reached at a white house conference 
which lasted for more than four hours 
this afternoon. 

The railroads represented agreed to 
withdrawal all rate increases filed to be 
effective on or after June 1, and 
agreed to file no more increases until 
the bill in congress, which gives the 
interstate commerce commission pow- 
er to investigate and suspend in- 
creases that are not justfied, be- 
comes a law and goes into effect. 

President Taft thereupon stated that 
the administration’s purpose in bring- 
ing the injunction suit had been ac- 
complished and the suit would be dis- 
continued. 

The discontinuance will not be en- 
tered, however, until after the new 
railroad law is signed. 

All Roads Will Withdraw Rates. 

The belief was expressed tonight 
that all of the other railroads of the 
country which have filed increased 
rates, or have had such a plan under 
consideration, willabide by the agree- 


}ment reached today with the 24 rail- 


roads named as defendants in the re- 
cent suit. 

There will be a conference at the 
white Rouse tomorrow in whieh Presi- 
dents Brown, ofthe New York Central 
railroad; McCrea, of the Pennsylvania, 
and other officials representing rail- 
roads in the eastern and central ter- 
ritory, will participate. That ¢hey will 
acquiésce in President Taft's proposi- 
tion and hold up the proposed in- 
creases until after the new law be- 
comes effective, is practically taken for 
granted here tonight. é 

Everyone connected with today’s con- 
ference seemed gratified over the out- 
come. All that President Taft has de- 
Sired is that the interstate commerce 
conimission should have authority to 
investigate increases in rates to de- 
termine whether or not they are justi- 
fied by prevailing conditions and are 
just to the shippers. Thig power is to 
be conferred under the new law. 

“Square Deal” for Roads. 

The railroads, On the other hand, it 
is pointed out, are to be relieved of em- 
barrassing litigation, are assured of a 
“square deal’ when their case is pre- 
sented to the interstate commerce 
commission, and are free to resume the 
contracts for improvements and ex- 
tensions which they threatened to can- 
cel had the court proceedings con- 
tinued. 

The new railroad bill contains a 
clause which gives it effect sixty days 
after being signed by the president. It 
will be necessary to make the provision 
as to the supervision of rates by the 
interstate commerce commission {mme- 
diately effective and for this reason, 
as President Taft indicated tonight, it 
will be necessary to send the bill to

ON WARPATE 


Towns Are Being Sacked and: 
the People Murdered in 
Stale of Yucatan, 


TROOPS BEING RUSHED 


BY DIAZ GOVERNMENT 


Village After Village Has Been 
Taken by the Indians and 
Outrages Inflicted on the 
People---All the Chief Em- 
ployees of the Government 


Killed. 


Vera Cruz, Mexico, June 6.—The most 
serious uprising with which the Mexi- 
can government has had to deal in a 
long time has occurred in the state of 
Yucatan, and troops are being rushed 
to the disturbed area. In the meantime, 
reports which have reached here indi- 
cate that there has been much blood- 
shed and that the insurgents are pre- 
paring for a battle with the govern- 
ment forces. 

Towns Are Being Sacked. 


Dispatches from Merida, the capital 
of Yucatan, state that forty persons 
were killed by the Maya Indians opm 
Saturday. 

Further dispatches received here 
state that 5,000 of these Indian insur- 
gents sacked the town of Valladolid, 
ninety-five miles. to the southeast of 
Merida, killing all the principal gov- 
ernment employes, the chtef of police 
and others. They seized rifles and pis- 
tols and instituted a reign of terror. 
Many of the inhabitants of Valladolid 
are fleeing to Merida. 

Railroad and telegraph communica- 
tion between Merida and the scene of 
the trouble is now cut off. Twenty 
miles of the Yucatan railroad have 
been destroyed by the Indians. It is 
reported that many telegraph operators 
have been killed or are prisoners. 

Extent of Pillage Not Known. 

The towns of Tinum, Uayma and 
Tunkas, all between Merida and Vallad- 
olid, have been attacked, but the re- 
ports say that the families of all the 
residents, except officials, have been 
unmolested. To what extent the in- 
surgents pillaged or killed at these 
places has not yet been learned. 

A strict censorship has now been es- 
tablished and the original telegrams 
giving the first details of the uprising 
were sent before the government took 
charge of the news. 

It is understood that the cause of the 
trouble is dissatisfaction on the part 
of the Indians over the action of gov- 
ernment officials regarding lands.

FORS2,000,000 


Ilinois Central files Suit to 
Recover Huge Sum From 
Former Officials. 


GRAFT MONEY SECURED 
IN PERIOD OF 4 YEARS 


Four Men Who Were High in 
the Service of the Railroad 
Accused of Securing the 


cy---- Equipment Companies 
Involved in the Charge. 


Chicago, June 6.—Charging that it 


has been defrauded of about $2,000,000 
on repair work in a period of four 
years, the [Illinois Central Railroad 
Company filed suit for an accounting 
against four of its former offictals in 
the circuit court here today. The rail- 
road company’s bill, which alleges 
conspiracy to defraud, names the fol- 
lowing men: . 

Orlando 8. Keith, former superin- 
tendent of transportation: Joseph FE. 
Buker, former assistant superintend- 
ent of machinery; William Renshaw. 
former assistant superintendent of ma- 
chinery; John M. Taylor, former gen- 
eral storekeeper. 

Profited By Overcharges. 

In connection with these charges 
made against its formier officials, the 
Illinois Centra) road claims in its bill 
that these concerns profited in alleged 
overcharges on car repair work in the 
following amounts: 

The Blue Island Equipment Com- 
pany, $400,000; the. American Car and 
Equipment Company, $100,000: Aester- 
man Manufacturing Company, $750,000: 
the Memphis Car Company, $300,000: 
International Car Company, alleged 
profits not stated. . 

In addition to the suit filed against 
the four former officials, the railroad 
also filed suits for an accounting 
against the West Pullman Car Com- 
pany and against the American Car 
and Equipment Company. These suits 
were also filed in the circuit court 
here. 

The filing of the sults follows 
months of investigation by the rail- 
road company and numerous rumors 
‘of an alleged graft “ring” in the TIli- 
nois Central Railroad. Heretofore 
high officials of the road have stoutly 
denied that there existed any trouble 
of this alleged character. 

Conspiracy is Charged. 

The bill against the four former de- 
partment heads alleges that the men 
entered into a conspiracy in June, 
1906, and that from that date until 
April, 1910, the railroad company was 
Gefiauded out of nearly $2,000,000. The 
defendants are alleged to have repre- 
sented to the corporation that the com- 
pany’s repair work could be done more 


cheaply by independent concerns than 
at the railroad’s own shops. When 
contracts were given certain indepen- 
dent concerns, the bill charges, the 
railroad c*.npany began paying a long 
series of"iarge overcharges from which 
certain superintendents are declared to 
-Nave eecured thousands of dollars.

While the 
cause of the derailment is not officially 
known, it is believed to have been 
caused by the spreading of rails. 

The track was cleared for traffic 
shortly after 1 o’clock. Early morning 
trains of the Southern railway were 
detoured over the Seaboard Air Line 
by way of Rockmart. 

The derailment 


occurred on a 
straight track. Engineer Barclay ap- 
plied the emergency brakes and 
stopped the train within 100 yards 
from where it was derailed. Had the 
wreck occurred 200 yards further 
north, the loss of life would have no 
doubt been great, as there is a sharp 
curve and trestle at that point.

Statement About Conference. 

At the conclusion of the conference 
the following statement was issued: 
 “&B. P. Ripley, president of the Atchi- 
gon, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad 
Company; Walker D. Hines, acting 
chairman executive committee, Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad 
Company; Frederick A. Delano, presi- 
dent of the Wabash Railroad Company, 
and 5.

“The president stated to these gen- 
tlemen at the outset that the purpose 
of the suit was to prevent the pro- 
posed rate increases, which, under the 
existing law, could not be investiga’'- 
ed at all until after they had become 
effective sO as to preserve the status 
until] the new statute could be passed 
and the commission ghould have power 
to investigate rate advances as soon 
as announced and before becoming ef- 
fective. 

“He stated further that he thought 
the railroad companies must withdraw 
the traffic enjoined and all other traf- 
fic filed by them effective on or after 
Zune 1, 1910, and that none of them 
ought to file any new tariffs involv- 
ing rate advances until the new law 
should be passed, assuming that it 
would be passed at the present session 
of congress. 

“After conference, the railroad com- 
panies announced that they would 
adopt the view expressed by the presi- 
dent, and thereupon the _ president 


in bringing the suit would be accom- 
complished, and, such result being ac- 
complished, he saw no occasion for 
pressing the suit and the same would 
be withdrawn.”

The railroad presidents claimed they 
had been misrepresented at to there 
having been anything clandestine about 
thelr agreeing upon or filing new 
rates. They claimed they had sent 
written notices to the shippers and 
-even had the receipts of certain of the 
shippers who had denied ever having 
received such notices. Finally they 
declared that the increased rates had 
been filed in the same manner as the 
interstate commerce commission had 
approved for the past ten years. 

The railroad presidents told Presi- 
dent Taft incidentally that they had 
been advised by their counsel that the 
government’s injunction suits could 
not be suStained. The president re- 
plied that he was willing to take a 
chance as to that and he thought the 
best way out for the railroads was 
for them to withdraw their tncreases. 
It was then that the settlement was 
reached.

their power to foster this antagon- 
ism? 

“Their action in the present case is 
exactly in line with their general poli- 
cy of withholding from the public 
everything which is not literally 
wrung from them. They refuse to ad- 
just claims until forced into it; they 
make better schedules only under or- 
ders from the railroad commission; 
they refuse absolutely to give us stop- 
overs without reason, and then express 
surprise and claim unfairness when 
damage suits come rolling in.” 

Find Out Who Is Responsible. 


“Find out which road it was that 
fought the granting of the stop-overs 
more than any other,” said Gus _ MT. 
Dodd, of the Hagan & Dodd Company, 
“and nothing more need be said about 
the matter. Simply let the shippers 
of the city know to whom the great- 
est blameis due and I believe that they 
will deal with the situation in a man- 
ner that will leave no doubt either 
as to the citv’s earnestness in the mat- 
for her ability to put through 
anything she cares to tackle.” 

“There is nothing surprising in the 
roads’ aciions to me,” said Russell 
Richards, of the 8S. P. Richards Com- 
pany.

I believed from the first that 
they would never accede to this or 
any other demand on the part of 
the city until forced to their Knees 
to beg for mercy. This has been their 
policy on the question of freight rates, 
stop-overs and everything else since 
I have known anything about them.

It really has 
just begun.” \ 

As J. K.)Orr ees It. 

“The roads are simply manufactur- 
ing ill will against themselves,” said 
J. K. Orr, the shoe manufacturer. ve 
am surprised that men of as good 
judgment as I take some of the road 
officials to be, failed to see this. That 
they cannot reasonably expect favors 
of the people if they extend none, is 
perfectly plain. That the one re- 
quested on this occasion is insignif- 
cant so far as the expense is involved, 
seems equally plain. What the roads 
expect to earn for themselves by such 
methods is a matter of wonder to me. 
Keep up the fight until we get stop- 
overs by all means. We cannot afford 
to stop now.” 

Harry L. Sclesinger is another who 
feels that the roads can expect noth- 
ing save ill-will on the part of the 
people if they continue to act 4s they 
have in the matter of stop-overs. Mr. 
Schlesinger also called attention to 
the fact that he is about to make a 
trip to New York, via Cincinnati, De- 
troit, Buffalo, Niagara Falls, Rochester, 
Syracuse and Albany, paying for his 
ticket only $22,400, the price of a 
straight ticket from Atlanta to New 
York. On this ticket he is allowed 
stop-overs in every one of the cities 
mentioned. 

Even Chattanooga Would Laugh. 

“What, quit the fight at this stage 
of the game?” said George Muse. “Well, 
I rather guess not. Chattanooga is 
laughing at us now. What would she 
do if we let it go as it stands? What 
about our boasted ‘Atlanta Spirit’ and 
the indomitable pluck upon which we 
are in the habit of priding ourselves? 

“No, I hardly think Atlanta business 
men will quit the campaign for the 
next day or so at least.” 

“To quit at this stage of the game 
would be far worse than to have never 
begun,” said John L. Moore, the op- 
ticlan. Were we to leave off the fight, 
we would be admitting that we are 
beaten, when, as it stands, we have 
hardly begun to fight. The roads are 
making for themselves more trouble 
than they know, and it will all come 
back to them sooner or later. Let the 
band keep playing, and the roads will 
begin to dance before very long.” 

Merchants Must Confer. 

“The merchants and shippers and 
other business men of the city must 
get together on this proposition,” said 
C. W. McClure, “and formulate a plan 
by which the roads are to be forced 
into giving us the stop-overs which 
are rightfully ours. We cannot afford 
to stop now. Neither can the roads 
afford to long antagonize the city as 
a whole as they are doing by their 
actions. Perseverance will win here if 
we persevere along the right line, and 
I see no reason why we shouldn't. Con- 
tinue the fight, by all manner of 
means.”

President Walker stated that Geor- 
gia avenue could be extended by 
going under the railroad to 
Stewart avenue. This, he said, would 
give a driveway from Grant Park to 
West View cemetery. 

The street committee was author- 
ized to cooperate with the Seventh 
Ward Club to have the driveway open- 
ed up: , 

James G. Belcher stated that there 
was property around Atlanta that was 
assessed at $50 an acre that could 
not be bought for $5,000 an acre. 

Gordon N. Hurtel, chairman of the 
committee on electric lights, reported 
on what electric lights had been placed 
this year in the Second and Third 
wards and what would be placed the 
rest of the year. 

Judge George Hillyer, chairman of 
the coramittee on equalization on repre- 
sentation, reported that because of 
small wards in population having the 
Same representation as the large wards 
the thickly populated sections have not 
secured a fair share of the public im- 
provements.

BAN KERS. SHOULD PLAN 


TO BRING IN. CAPITAL”

An interesting and timely interview 
anent the importance of Georgia's 
bankers Interesting themselves in the 
movement to bring outside capital into 
Georgia for the development of the 
state’s resources, is given by Richard 
H. Edmonds, cf the Raltimore Manu- 
facturers’ Recurd, who is in the city for 
a few days. Mr. E@monds says: 

“When the bankers of the state are 
gathered in Atlanta today they can 
well afford to discuss how to draw 
outside capital to Georgia and to the 
sOuth. Many people do not seem to 
fully understand that no newly de- 
veloped and rapidly growing country 
can provide its own capital for con- 
tinued expansion. The Uniteg States. 
has always had to depend largely upon 
Purope for the capital needed for its 
great railroad building operations. Nodt- 
withstanding‘ all the wealth of the 
country, we have not yet accumulat- 
ed sufficient surplus capital to carry 
on continued development operations. 
The great bankers of New York and 
the foremost railroad managers of the/ 
country are almost feverishly, as the 
London Financial Times lately ex- 
pressed it, trying to induce the heavy 
investment of’French capital in Ameri- 
can railroad securities. If they should 
fail to draw, not simply $50,000,000 to 
$100,000,000, as, has probably been late- 
ly secured, but very many times that 
much, our railroad and industrial de- 
velopment must necessarily be checked.

PROMINENT EDUCATOR TALKS 
OF FAMOUS OLD CEMETERY 


Professor H. A. Scomp, at one time 
professor of Greek and Hebrew at 
Emory college, but now engaged in 
preparing histories of the Indian lan- 
Zuages of Georgia and Florida, is in 
the city for treatment by an Atlanta 
eye specialist for a peculiar change in 
his eye-sight. , 

For practically the entire sixty-five 
years of his life Professor Scomp has 
been extremely near-sighted, but dur- 
ing the past few weeks a change has 
taken place in his eyes, until he has 
now been forced to make uSe of strong 
far-sighted glasses. 

Professor Scomp thinks that the 
change has been caused by his hard 
study during the past few years in 
weeding out at the Smithsonian instt- 
tution and from cther sources, informa- 
tion concerning the Indian languages in 
this section. The Constitution will 
present an interesting resume from 
Professor Scomp next Sunday concern- 
ing his work. 

In talking of a recent article in The 
Constitution on the famous old confea- 
erate cemetery on the Emory college 
campus, Professor Scomp says: 

“In your issue (Sunday) of May 6 a 
correspondent from Oxford, Ga., under 
the caption, ‘Historic Old Cemetery 
Located on Hmory Campus, “has

years ago crossed the silent river. 

“As I have for years been away from 
Georgia, and as I very rarely see a 
Georgia paper, I should probably have 
never Known of this correspondent’s 
article had not a friend noticed and 
noted it for me, and today, for the first 
time, it fell under my eye. 

“The writer, after giving some ac- 
count of the origin of the little confed- 


erate cemetery on the Emory campus, 
and of the care over it exercised for 
many years by the Oxford ladies, pro- 
ceeds as follows: 

“‘Binally when Dr. Haygood became 
president of the college he wished to 
move the confederate dead from the 
campus to the town cemetery. 

“Violent protestations against this 
arose, and during the temporary ab- 
sence of Dr. Haygood from town Pro- 
fessor Scomp made a rough diagram 
cf the cemetery, and with Dr. and Mrs. 
Callaway tore down the fence which 


surrounded it, Mrs. Callaway having 
the -weoden headboards removed to her 
back yard, where they remained for 
years. More completely to hide the 
location of the graves.from Dr. Hay- 
good the mounds were leveled, and it 
was absolutely out of the question to 
find the graves of anyone of the sol- 
diers. 

“‘Dr. Haygood never succeeded in 
finding who had foiled him in his de- 
sire of moving the bodies, and it was, 
of course, utterly impossible to carry 
out his plans when there was nothing 
,to' indicate where a grave lay.’ 
“The article further states that the

headboards remained for severa r 
piled up in Mrs. Callaway’s ‘grt precy 
and that finally, when restored to the 
cemetery, there was no longer any 
possibility of replacing them in their 
Proper positions at the heads of the 
Sraves to which they belonged, etc. . 

“Anachronisms, history and fabie are 
strangely blended in the above paper. 
The obvious inference to be drawn 
from it is that Haygood was the con- 
servator, the guardian of the bivouac 
of the (Confederate) dead: while 
Scout Callaway and Mrs. Callaway 
were the deserters of the last resting 
Place of those gallan¢ men, and were 
willing to surreptitiously blot out 
every possible means by which the 
identification of the graves might be 
made thereafter; that all this was done 
secretly out of fear of Dr. Haygood, 


and that he was unable to find out 


the culprits after the most neret 


efforts. 

“I am the only one of the parties 
thus mentioned who is still alive, and 
'I cannot afford to be placed before 
the public as a desecrator and ob- 
literator of the graves of the brave 
men’ who died for the ‘lost cause.’ 

“Dr. A. G. Haygood was chosen 
president of Emory college in De- 
cember, 18765. 
mencement (July, 1876), I was made 
professor of Greek and Hebrew. 

“When I first went to Oxford (Sep- 
tember, 1876), the little Confederate 
cemetery was enclosed by a plain 
Picket fence and the graves were 
marked by plain wooden headboards. 
Annually on Decoration Day (April 
26) simple commemorative exercises 
were held in honor of ‘the dead. An 
waddress was delivered and flowers 
were strewn upon the graves. 

“IT delivered the Memorial address 
of 1880 in the college chapel. Dr. 
Haygood, with others, sat behind me 


the speech. This was’ the last 
Decoration Day exercises that he ever 
attended in Oxford. 

“In the following month (May, 1880), 
he went as a fraterna] delegate from 
the Southern Methodist church to the 
meeting of the Methodist . Episcopal 
(Northern) general conference. It is 
well known to those who knew Dr. 
Haygood well -that -from about this 
time a ‘sea change’ began to affect 
his political ideas. In November of 
that same year (1880) he delivered in 
the Oxford church his somewhat hot- 
able Thanksgiving sermon, which was 
published in a New York periodical 
and was widely commented on in the 
northern press. In the north it was 
hailed as one of the signs of a new 
era in the south and resulted in the 
giving, by George I. Seney, of $10,000 
to Emory college, which gasift was 
quickly followed up by others from 
the same benefactor till the whole sum 
footed up sometning ovér $100,000. 

“About this time appeared Dr. Hay- 
good’s ‘Brothers in Black,’ which 
elicted much commendation in the 
north, while it aroused much ocon-, 
demnation in the south. Dr. Hay- 
good’s political attitude may be easily 


gauged by these published works,

In the early ’80s the effort to erect 
&a monument to the Confederate dead 
was inaugurated by the Oxford ladles, 
and after long and persistent efforts, 
the necessary sum was secured and a 
plain substantial block of Georgia 
granite was prepared in the quarries 
of Lithonia (or Stone Mountain) and 
brought to Oxford. 

“Quite an animated controversy had 

meantime arisen between the northern 
and the southern sections of the town 
as to the location of the monument, 
the former maintaining that the block 
should be set up in the town cemetery 
at the extreme northern end of the 
town and near three-quarters of a mile 
from the actual burying place of the 
dead, while the southern end of the 
town stoutly contended for the sol- 
ara cemetery as the proper place for 
the monument. Dr. Haygood, who 
lived in the northern end of the town, 
vigorously championed the town ceme 
tery, while Dr. Callaway and I as 
strongly stood for the soldiers’ ceme- 
tery in the college eampus, and the 
town council, by a. narrow majority, 
decided in our favor. .The monument 
was set up in the campus béside the 
actual burying’ place. 
“The old wooden headboards—some 
of them already badly rotted and their 
inscriptions illegible—were taken up 
by Mrs. Callaway. I had  ~nothing 
whatever to do with this and knew 
nothing of the matter until the head- 
boards were gone. I was opposed to 
this removal, though Mrs. Callaway 
regarded the old headboards as any- 
thing but an ornament to the ceme- 
tery. Dr. Haygood could easily have 
found out, had he made the effort, as 
to the removal of . headboards and 
fence. The removing was not done in 
secret, and the culprits mentioned by 
your correspondent never tried to con- 
ceal their identity nor their acts from 
Dr. Haygood. As to the implied dese- 
eration and obliteration of the little 
cemetery—all this is sheerest bosh. 

“Dr. Callaway was a gallant officer 
of artillery in Lee’s army from 13861 
till Appomattox and was surrendered 
with the starying remnant of that 
army at the Iast. He was #wice 
wounded in the service—would he 
have desecrated the graves of his com- 
rades? Pa 

“But he, his wife and I .e most 
vehemently opposed to thé proposition 
to dig up—after twenty years of in- 


' terment—the bones of the dead, carry 


them to the town cemetery and bury 
the whole mass in a common pit or 
grave. Could complete obliteration of 
all individuality have been more com- 
pletely effected? 

“These are the facts pure and sim- 
ple. Dr. and Mrs. Callaway and I did 
not desecrate nor ow ig _ a 
of the confederate de n the Emory 
campus.

New York, June 6.—There was a 
sensational advance in old crop months 
in the cottog market today, as a re- 
eult of urgent covering, while there 
appeared to be few sellers outside of 
the big bull traders. New crop po- 
sitiong responded rather slowly to 
the near month strength, but the tone 
of the market was firm at the close 
and last prices showed a gain of 
from 5 to 28 points for the day. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 5 points to a decline of 3 
voints, the old crop being higher on 
covering, while the new crop reflect- 
ed disappointing cables and favorable 
weather conditions in the south. At 
first there was some little irregular- 
itv, with local operators showing a 
disposition to sell, on the lower Liv- 
erpool cables and favorable crop ad- 
vices, but shortly after the opening, 
near month shorts be¢ame urgent buy- 
ers and the market: became active and 
excited. Before the advance was 
checked July contracts had sold at 
15.10, or 40% points above the closing 
figures of Saturday, while Awgust had 
sold at 14.60, or 30 points net higher. 
The new crop meanwhile had a sym- 
pathetic advance of from 10 to Il 
points, but the buying of these po- 
sitions were restricted by the good 
weather and reports of further im- 
provement in the condition of the crop.

VIOLENT BREAK MADE 
IN THE LATE SESSION 


Stocks Have Another Nervous 
and Feverish Day---Lowest 
Levels for Year. 


a 


New York, June 6.—Prices of stock 
broke violently to new low levels for 
the year in the late session of the 
stock exchange today, after nervous 
and feverish fluctuations up and down 
for most of the session. 

The break was coincident with the 
circulation of reports that the rall- 
road presidents who have gone _ to 
Washington to protest against the 
government's action to enjoin western 
trunk line freight rates, had given up 
hope of securing any modification. of 
the intended course of the law officers 
of the administration. There had been 
much talk of the conference to be 
held at the white house. later in the 
day, between President Taft and the 
railroad executives, and conjecture 
was rife over what it was hoped to 
accomplish by this meeting. The spec- 
ulation assumed that some measures 
were sought that would be of greater 
satisfaction to the railroads. This 
assumption proved disquieting to the 
uncovered bears and their demand to 
cover proved a strong sustaining in- 
fluence on prices during the early 
session. 

At one time, the level had been 
lifted 1 to 2 points over the closing 
level of Saturday quite generally. 
London joined actively in the buying, 
as has been the case at most periods 
of the recent violent decline, and 
speculative sentiment took on quite 
a cheerful hue. The excessive dullness 
into which the trading fell at 
advance argues an unwillingness 
the part of buyers to follow the 
and indicated a weak undertone, 
it was hoped that the hesitation 
due simply to a desire to await 
outcome of the white house confer- 
ence. 

During the time of advancing 
prices, there was a supposition enter- 
tained that some sort of working 
agreement had been arrived at be- 
tween the railroads and the govern- 
ment authorities for a solution of the 
rate controversy on lines which would 
relieve the anxieties of railroad of- 
ficials. 

News ofthe sale abroad of 25,000,000 
Southern Pacific bonds was not general- 
ly Known in Wall street before the mar- 
ket closed. No attention was paid to 
anything but the expected conference 
at Washington. After breaking from 
2 to over 5 points prices rebounded 
on to 3 points, with the demand from 
the bears to cover shorts, and closed 
in considerable disorder.
